berta and the Alberta | Farmer's 
Union have reached an agreement 
of a proposed constitution for the 
new farm group, and branches — of 
both organizations have been pro- 


vided with a copy of the agreement | 


for their study preliminary to the 
joint convention to be held in Cal- 
gary starting January 11th, 


The terms provide for direct mem- | 


bership in the new Association, to be 
named at the first convention, by 
any or all of the members of the 
U.F.A, and the A.F.U. whose mem- 
bership was in good standing during 
the year prior to amalgamation, 
provided they are bona-fide, or re- 


tired farmers or ranchers, Member- 


ship at large is also provided to all 
farmers and ranchers on payment of 
necessary fees to the organization, 
but members-at-large will not have 
voting rights until becoming a mem- 
ber of a local, Women have the same 
membership rights as men under the 


| proposed charter, which in addition 


provides for the setting up within 
the organization of both a Women's 
and Juniovs’ section, stinihir to those 
now existing in the U.PLA, 

The Charter proposes an annual 
convention to be held each year be- 
tween the dates of November first 
and December tenth at Calgary and 
Edmonton, alternately, and 
the door open to omer locations 
wud times at the judgement of the 
Board,

The provinee will be divided into 
districts, with a Board member to 
be clected for each district. The 
President and Vice-President will be 
elected at the annual convention by 
the delegates, with the Executive to

Nearly All War Plants 


Virtually all the industrial build- 
ings constructed or financed directly 
by the Crown during the war have 
now been disposed of permanently | - 
or temporarily. Of their 33.5 million 
square feet of floor space, 84 per 
cent has been more or less perma- 
nently disposed of through sale to 
industry, transfer to government de- 
partments or to Crown corpora: 
tions, or has been dismantled or de- 
molished. An additional 15 per cent 
has been leased to industry, in part 
of a multiple tenancy basis, or tem- 
porarily transferred to the War 
Assets Corporation for war surplus 
storage purposes. The balance of 
only one per cent is now available 
for disposal. The Canadian govern- 
ment financed the construction of | 
170 new plants during the war at 
a cost of over $200 million, exclud- |
